Summary of information: The Illinois Department of Healthcare and Family Services
plans to submit a state plan amendment that would allow providers who render services
to Qualified Medicare Beneficiaries (QMBs) enrolled in Medicare Advantage Plans to
bill the Department for co-insurance and deductibles. This change is being made to
alleviate the administrative burden for the managed care plans.

This change will apply to services rendered to Medicaid enrollees, including members of
the Affordable Care Act Adult Eligibility group receiving coverage through the
Alternative Benefit Plan. This change does not affect access to early and periodic
screening, diagnostic, and treatment services for any enrollee receiving either the
Alternative Benefit Plan or standard state plan services.

It is estimated this change will be budget neutral.
